nine as the sito of Horacleopolis Magna. 

"Tho greater part of these mous is waste 
land, utilizod by the inhabitants for avlalh 
digging only. ‘This is especially the ease with 
the mound called Kom of Dinir, Hut soveral 
hamlets and villages wow occupy the site, 
ost important of thom being the one eallel 
Moluha, Just in front of this village are 
four standing columns, ealted the Keniseh, or 
church, anu belonging toa Roman or Byzantine 
tdifce, "Two abandoned saltpetee pits are also 
tobe found. ‘They wore used at the beginning 
of this century in the manufacture of gun- 
powder for the Mameluks sud Mofstnmest Ali 
Although this was the occasion of smucls dige 
sing, it dos ot scom to have led to the 
discovery of any antiquities. The place must

For 
Instance, the fland of ‘Thebes las eianged con 
lorably frora what it was at the beyianing of 
this contury. ‘The map of the Froneh sartnle 
indicates that i their time by far the most ine 
portant branch was the westera. Now, on the 
contrary, the jreat mass of water flows in the 
eastern branch along the village of Luxor, 
wherwas after the beginning of March it is 
‘quite easy to wade across the western river. 
‘The ishind of Herucleopolis was formed by 
division in the river itself, and the city was 
‘built on the wostorn stream. ‘That branch was 
not the present Bahr Yusfif, When it reached 
the desert of Soalment, it may have followed 
‘what has since become the bed of the Babr
